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The Most Wonderful Sensitive Material 


By Dr. C. E. K, Mees 



ODAK PARK is the home of 


sensitive materials. From it 
come the plates for the profes¬ 


sional photographer, the papers for 
the printer, the films for the Kodak 
and tile Brownie, and last, hut by 
no means least, the miles of ribUm- 
likefilm for the "movies’’. But the 
oldest and most marvellous sensitive 
material in the world is not made 
in Kodak Park, and the chemists of 
the Research Laboratory have no 
idea of its composition. 

At the back of every eye is a 
microscopic laboratory, and in that 
tiny gland, by processes of which 
we have at present no conception, 
the body manufactures the material 
whose change under the action of 
light gives rise to the sensation of 
sight. 

But even if they have no idea of the 
nature of this light sensitive sub¬ 
stance that is so important to us, the 
investigators of the Research Labora¬ 
tory have been able to measure some 
of its properties and to find out bow 
it behaves under differentcorn!it ions. 
Apparently it is produced at such a 


rate that the amount of it present 
on the "retina 1 \ which is the sensi¬ 
tive surface at the back of the eye. 
is adjusted to the brightness of the 
illumination. In bright light the 
su 1 istarice is dcat.r<>yed ns fast as it is 
formed, so that the amount present 
is small and the sensitiveness of the 
eye is low, but when the light is 
faint the sensitive substance is pro¬ 
duced more quickly than it is des¬ 
troyed so that the sensitiveness of the 
eye increases until another balance 
between destruction and production 
is reached. 

But these adjustments of the sensi¬ 
tiveness of the eye do not take place 
instantaneously. When we come out 
of a dark room into the sunlight our 
eyes are at a high level of sensitive¬ 
ness and take some time to adjust 
themselves to the bright light so that 
at first the strong light is painful. 
In the same way an automobile 
headlight which is barely noticeable 
in the daytime appears glaringly 
bright at night. On the other hand 
when we first enter a dark room we 
can see nothing, hut after we have 
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remained then* for a few minute# we 
'get out eyes’' * a# the photographers 
say, and then can see quite well in 
the semi-obscurity of the ml light. 
The sensitiveness of the eye goes on 
growing for a long time ho that in 
the very dark rooms in which pan¬ 
chromatic materials are handled 
it is more than thirty minutes before 
the maximum of sensitiveness is 
reached. 

For each level of brightness there 
is a corresponding sensitiveness for 
the average eye. 

The eve can detect very small 

t. 

amounts of light.. In the course of 
its work on tlie eye, the Laboratory 
Urn recently measured the smallest 
amount of light which can be de¬ 
tected, and it appears that on a dark 
night the average eye could just see 
the light from a candle at a distance 
o f 20 n fi 1 es ! f i t h ad 1 >i i en rested until 
it was in the acutest state of sensitive¬ 
ness and if the air was sufficiently 
uniform to produce no disturbance 
of the rays at that distance. 

In photographic dark rooms it 3s 
of importance that the lighting 
should be arranged so that the eye 
works at the greatest advantage. 
Owing to the sensitiveness of photo¬ 
graphic materials, we can never use 
as much light as is necessary to pro¬ 
duce the beet seeing conditions and 
therefore the eye must be maintained 
at its condition of maximum sensi¬ 
tiveness by allowing time for its 
sensitiveness to grow, and by avoid¬ 
ing the presence of any bright 
spots, such as lamps, in the held 
of vision. Tins latter condition is 
best fulfilled by the use of reflected

light in the dark room, so that the 
red lamp is hung from the ceiling 
and is reflected back again into the 
room, thus providing a soft, diffused 
illumination without any bright 
light, which would tend to lower the 
sens i ti v en ess of the cye, be i ng v i g i b I e T 
We m ay tl i v i de th,e d iffe ren t lev el s 
of brightness to which our eyes are 
exposed in everyday life, into four 
groups as follows: 

Average Brightness 

Bright Sunlight . ♦ 10<X) 

Interiors in the Daytime , 10 

Interiors at Night with Arti¬ 
ficial Light . . . V10 

Out of doors at Night . 1/1000 

So that the bright sunlight is one 
million times brighter than a road in 
the country on a moonless night, and 
yet we can see at night out of doors 
and we are not blinded by the sun¬ 
light. 

The sensitiveness of the eye, in 
fact, is not fixed, as is the sensitive¬ 
ness of a film or a printing paper, 
but changes with the brightness of 
the light. It is as if we had a film 
which could automatically adjust its 
sensitiveness to the expos ure, so that 
if the light were bad it could become 
more sensitive than the most rapid 
film made, while when exposed to 
full sunlight it could adjust itself to 
the intensity until it became less 

m 

sensitive than the slowest photo¬ 
graphic paper. 

Though we cannot see equally well 
under ail conditions, there is practi¬ 
cally no difference in our ability to 
see within a range of brightness nf 
1000 (which represents bright sun-

If the brightness is above the 
upper limit given it becomes pain¬ 
ful to the eye and the eye cannot 
adapt itself to it; this condition is 
ca 1 led tha t of 11 g]are' \ Long eon- 
tinned glaring light, such as that 
produced by sunlight on snow, will 
produce blindness* 

Strain and difficulty also arise if 
the field of vision includes too great 
a contrast between the darkest and 
brightest portions. This may be due 
to the retina attempting to accomo¬ 
date itself to one level of brightness 


at one point and to another at 
another point, like the chameleon 
who turned red when pul on a red 
cloth and green on a green cloth but 
died of vexation when placed on a 
Scotch plaid.
